The officer flew a big flfteen-seater, 
three-engined Handley-Page air liner 
from London to Paris in 90 minutes! 

The plane carried a full load of pas¬ 
sengers and goods, and, freighted, 
weighed six tons.

Chinese Add To Industries 

Workmen Use Animal Bone For Mak¬ 
ing Many Articles 

The Chinese have added, fo their in¬ 
dustries by the use they make of 
bones, allowing very few, if any, ani¬ 
mal bones to go to waste. The larg- 
section of the back leg of the cow 
is used for making mah jongg tiles, and 
Chinese workmen, despite their exten¬ 
sive use of imported material, main¬ 
tain that the tile from the native bone 
Is superior, lasting longer than that 
froiff the imported product. Of the 
rib bones, only the upper part of the 
front three pairs from the cowhand ox 
is used in making handles for knives, 
fans 'and similar articles. These 
three pairs are white and. cl^an when 
properly treated, while the remainder 
are usually cartilaginous, or defective 
to grain. The third section of the 
rear bone in the sheep leg is used to 
make cigarette holders and pipe B tems, 
and this bone, it is said, is the only- 
one from the sheep /which can be used 
in the manufacture of other things bet 
sides fertilizer. Chinese pipes of this 
sheep bone are extensively used in 
certain parts of the country.

P r over forty years the Windermere district of British 
Columbia has been famous for the quality of the 
potatoes produced there. Back in 1884 the late Francis 
Patrick Armstrong of Sorel, Quebec, one of the younger 
sons of Chief Justice James Armstrong who had wandered 
out into the mountains with the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, was busy raising potatoes on 
his ranch on the eastern shore of the Columbia Lake 
He did this from seed which he had brought from the 
tobacco plains of Montana. 

Near the centre cf the Windermere district, Columbia 
Lake forms one of the main sources of the Columbia 
River. On his isolated ranch, Armstrong raised his 
famous spuds and in boats made from whipsawn lumber 
took them to the construction camps of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway one hundred and fifty miles down the 
Columbia river. His wholesome, product became so well 
known that his ranch lost the name “Plains of the 
Nativity,” given it in 1846 by the Reverend Father 
Pierre de Smet, and became known as the Armstrong 
Ranch. , 

Later Armstrong took up Bteamer navigation and 
others took his place as growers of the potato, among 
them Rufus Ashton Kinpton. Robert Randolph Bruce, 
now lieutenant governor of the province of British 
Columbia, was nother of the early big producers. He 
sold his crops at the mines. 

Interest in the growth of potatoes in the Windermere 
district never waned but the growers in the district did 
not really waken up to the possibilities of widely com¬ 
mercializing their fine potatoes until the first important 
provincial potato show held in Grand Forks, B.C. in 
1922. After winning many prizes, more care was taken 
in the growth of the plants and the study of varieties- 
until it was decided that the netted gems, Cambridge 
Russets, and Wee McGregors were the varieties best, 
suited for the district.

menace to the financial health of Canada 
through forest fires has not been fully 
appreciated by the vast majority of the 
people. And Canadians especially 
should be vitally concerned in the wel¬ 
fare of their forests. 

The various phases of the lumber 
industry in Canada represent an invested 
capital of approximately five hundred 1 
million dollars. The associated indus¬ 
tries give employment to thousands of 
men the year through. Further, out 
of every five dollars the lumber indus¬ 
tries pay back to the country more than 
four dollars for the wood, the labor and 
the taxes involved in the enterprises. 

In the province of Ontario alone, 
about 20,000 men are employed in the 
bush while 10,000 are employed in pulp 
and paper mills. The capital invested 
in these industries in Ontario is esti¬ 
mated at about 1175,000,000. The orga¬ 
nizations employed by the Ontario 
provincial government for forest fire 
protection coat $3,000 a day. Yet with I 
all this forest fires consume twelve times 
the amount of lumber which is the life 
of these huge Canadian industries. In 
the province of Quebec the value of the 
lumber cut, including pulpwood, exceeds 
$40,000,000 annually. 


In co-operation with the Associated 
Advertising Clubs of the World, the : 
Montreal Publicity Association has 
given generous leadership in drawing 
public attention to the meaning of Forest 
Conservation Week, which is held 
annually in the United States and Canada 
from April 19 to 26. Scores of public 
bodies all over North America have 
joined in the effort to stimulate public 
interest in the forests and means for 
their preservation. 

When a forest burns everybody loses. 
The destruction of a wooded area means 
just so much less of a natural heritage 
for the generations to come. During 
Forest week the object is to impress this 
important fact on the public. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has been 
doing all in its power to prevent fires by 
m ai n t aini ng fire fighting apparatus of the 
most up-to-date pattern. In order to eli¬ 
minate the possibility of fires being started 
by passing trains, locomotives on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway lines are exa¬ 
mined at the end of each trip and great 


care is taken to see that ash pans and 
front ends are in perfect condition. 
Each spring the right of way is cleared 
with care of all scrap and inflammable 
material. 

Notices dealing with fire prevention 
and protection, issued by the C.P.R., the 
dominion and provincial governments 
and by various fire prevention organiza¬ 
tions are posted in sol stations and other 
buildings where they will be effective. 

The mechanical equipment maintained 
by the Company for fire fighting consists 
of a number of tank car units and hose, 
t,ept ready for immediate operation at 
Convenient points. Each unit consists 
of two tank cars each of 7,000 gallon 
capacity, equipped with powerful pumps 
and about one mile of hoes. 

The fire-fighting forces maintained by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway co-operate 
to the fullest extent with the provincial 
forces and the other fire-prevention 
organisations, and do everything poaAla 
to assist in the fighting of fires which an 
at all adjacent to their territorim.
